CHRISTMAS MUMMERS, 


Many Districts In Old Land Keep Up 
the Custom. 


It is quite a mistake to suppose, as 
many do, that the ancient custom of 
Christmas mumming is a dead and 
bygone thing.- It survives, and, in- 
deed, flourishes in various parts of 
the country—in the remoter districts 
of Wales, Cornwall, and the Border 
counties, for instance. 

Performed elmost invariably now, 
as herewith shown, by children, this 
custom of perambulating the country- 
side with mimic pegeantry may be 


traced to those early ages when the 
clergy produced their mystery, mir- 
and Paternoster plays. 


acle, 


semi-dramatic representations of sa- 
cred and semi-sacred subjects had a 
great vogue in pre-Reformution times, 
but the Tudor period swept awuy such 
things as undesirable to the Church. 
Meanwhile, townsfolk and country- 
folk ulike had, in a sort of way, set 
their hearts upon preserving these 
memorials, and the younger genera- 
tions taking the matter up, by the 
help of the apprentices’ and artisans’ 
guilds, continued the shows for a 
while, till they became just holiday 
sport and amusement. 

Some of the plays produced by the 
Yuletide mummers bore such titles 
as: “The Wakefield Nativity Play 
of the Shepherds,” “The Coventry 
Nativity Pluy of the Shearmen and 
Tailors,” and “St. George and the 
Dragon: A Cornish Christmas Play.” 
The characters represented were 
Biblical in the former two, but the 
last-named were a heterogeneous lot, 

i and included a King of Egypt, a Turk- 
ish knight, ete., as well us the saint, 
the dragon, and Father Christmas. 

There was much singing, dancing, 
sham-fighting, etc., and in the end 
the mock triumph of virtue over ini- 
quity, The rendering of Christmas 
carols closed the scene. 

And to this day there are versions 
of these ancient Christmas folk-plays 
still produced by children in costume 
up and down the country, and, im 

deed, in Scotland at New Year.

This’ information was then 
plotted in the field directiy on 
large scale maps (two inches to 
the mile.) Among the points 
recorded were the extent of the 
burned areas, the degree of cut- 
ting on cut-over areas, the com-|--- 
position of the forest, the condi- 
tion of the young growth or 
“reproduction” and the charac- 
ter of the farming lands, mea- 
dows, ete., within the farming 
country. 

Dr. Fernow’s report as to the 
possible future of the forest is 
interesting and encouraging. 
He remarks: “Although the 
data on reproduction and rate 
of growth are not yet collected, 
it is safe co say that, if the fires 
are kept out (and apparently 
with the present organization 
still further perfected this can 
be done reasonably well) there 
is no difficulty in restocking by 
natural means, most of the eut- 
over areas, if not too severely 
culled, 

In the pure hemlock-sprace 
stands all that is necessary is 
to remove the old hemlock thor- 
oughly and cleanly to have the 
young growth of spruce, already 
on the ground, take its place.’ 

He thinks however that in- 
correct ideas are often held as 
to the growth of spruce. The 
white spruce may, he says, when 
growing in comparatively open 
situations, make a sawlog in 
sixty years. The forest spruce, 
which is mostly red spruce, is of Hie 
slower growth and will probab- 
ly not average a sawlog in less 
than a hundred years. 

To a large extent the differ- 
ent species are found to be lo- 
calized. Thus the white pine is 
found most plentifully in Shel- 
burne and part of Queen's, the 
hemlock in Annapolis and the 
spruce in Digny.

IC IRISH PRISON et 


KILMAINHAM HAS NO LONGER 
ANY GUESiS. 


Famous trish Penitentiary Will Be 
Closed for Lack of Inmates — Its 
Known History Goes Back to the 
Troublous Times of '68, But An Epi- 
sode of 1850 Is Its Most Famous 
Story—Entertained Politicals. 


Fortunate Ireland, with a prison on 
her hands more than sie needs, writes 
Tighe Hopkins. 

It is Kilmainham, in the outlying 
township of that name in the city of 
Dublin. Thirteen yeurs ago in «a tiny 
volume called ‘Kilmainhum’ Memor- 
jes” I wrote of it: “The place is not 
great, but it hus a great air. Of ite 
external features the joity grey wall 
of Irish limestone about one-third of a 


mile in circumference is the most im- ! 


posing. It is evidence also of a cer- 
tain antiquity, since wails of this 
height are noi given to modern pris- 
ons. Excépt tor its strength the small 
main gateway is quite uupretentious; 
Over it are the ‘kive Devils. of Kil- 
mainham’—five writhing scorpions 
Bymbolical of no one knows what.” 
When next some polished Britisher 
has an ugly word for Ireland pray 
let him reflect before he géts it off that 
in the year 61 salvation, 1909, tue 
General Prisons bouru was obiiged to 
close Kilmainham because there were 
not in Dubiin or the neighboring coun- 
ties criminals enough to keep the staff 
employed. It is «u fact quite worth 
remembering. I em not, of course, 
suggesting tuat Dublin wi.l henceforty 
the one capital in hurone witnout 
a common jail. Mountjoy in another 
part ot the town continues to receive 
felonry, but the point to be pressed 1s 
that the huge establishment of Kil- 
mainhem is no longer necessary. Busi- 
ness has fallen; tne shutiers are guing 
up. . 
What a sensation in London were 
The Times one morning to announce 
that the Prison Commissioners, hav- 
ing no further use for their solid and 
commodious premises. at Wormwood 
Scrubbs, were prepared to consider 
offers from promoters of garages or 
skating rinks. Something tike this 
happeas in neglecied Dubiin and no- 
body takes any notice. And Dublin 
is probably the omy city of its size 


in Europe in which suca a thing could 


happen. Crime us we know it in Eng- 
land is preciically non-existent in Lre- 
land. Our grext guilds of crime— 
the bands of professional burglars and 
robbers, the financial conspirutors, 
adept forgers, trained thieves, habitual 
leviers oi biacknieil, bogus uoblemeu, 
parsons, and the ladies of family, long- 
firm practitioners, hotel and ruiiway 
sharps, “‘magsmen,” ‘hooks,’ and 
“a these are elmost entirely 
———— 


an a. 
so far as habitual and professiona! 
atime is concerned, there is not an- 
other as decent country in Europe. 
Perhaps in a general wuy the reader 
jJnay now perceive how and whv the 
long days of Kilmainham bends at 
last towards its ciose. 

’ The long day—well, this is a mat- 
ter of degree; the story of Kilmain- 
ham is not that of a Newgate in Lon- 
con or a Conciergerie in Paris. But 
Kilmainham leads us back to the Irish 
Parliament. and to the pikes of ’92, 
With the earlier annals of the prison 
I have not the least acquaintance. Il- 
luminative documenis rest no doubt 
among the archives of Dublin Castle 
awaiting the scrutiny oi soimebddy. 
No Government of our day is concern- 
ed—uat Jeast, none need be concerned— 
to keep the secret o1 its prisons; for in 
the rule of to-say (its imperiections 
Motwithstauding) the ioolisn cruelties 
<i the past are fuirly blotted out. 
Somebody will presently take his turn 
at the manuscripts oi Kilmainnam, 
and if we get nowaing else from them 
we shall surely be .we richer by a 
sheai of stories thut muy pernaps re- 
call sone memories of we prisons of 
tae French Revoiution. 


In the modern history of Kilmain- | 


ham one episode stands out péakwise. 
‘Lhe political weather of 1830 and on- 
waras was in the simple but gsutftic- 
ing phrase, “rough, witn wind.” The 
Land League was to the tore. Great 
in those Gays were the names of Glaa- 
stone, Parnell, and ‘buckshot’ for- 
ster, the Irisn Secretary—euch name a 
battle-wora. ‘lhe celebrated act tor 
tne Better Protection oi rersons and 
Froperty in Ireland wus the order of 
the day; under this act hundreds of 
ersons Of ail kinds, orders, und quai. 
jes, became suduemy suspect, and 
into prison the suspect were swept in 
batehes, Kilmainham entertained 


them. The crowd of common prison. 
ers was emptied out soimewhere—into | 


Mountjoy one may suppose—and tne 
oid jail was cleaned up tor the recep- 
tion of the suspected ieaguers, mem- 
bers of Parliament, priests, lawyers, 
aoctors, hewspaper men, farmers, cat- 
tle-deuiers, hurse-dealers, shop-Keep- 
ers, and peasants from their ragged 
plots, hilmainham, totally transiorm- 
ed, ao longer recognized itself. 

It is no way incorrect to say that 
Kilmainham ‘entertained’ this extra- 
ordinary assemblage of politicais. Loss 
of liberty is serious in varying degrees 
to all men, but to the dungevned sus- 
pects their captivity was tempered, 
the Ladies’ Land League saw to it. 
The “victumg of british tyranny” were 
fed and wined trom without tae 
walls; I might almost say that they 
were | gavianded, for their board was 
decked with flowers. Arrests and de- 
tentions, unjust enough no doubt, 
. there often were, but o1 the true aud

| sent to Norwich appears to have been 

a long time on the road, and the popu- 
lacé, knowing that a writ had been 
‘issued, and suspecting the sheriff of 
| having wilfully delayed it, mobbed 
| his house, and, breaking in the door, 
| dragged him. out, and were for lynch- 
| ing him on the spot. Had it not been 
for the pluck and presence of mind 
of.a certain John Damme, who res- 
| cued the unfortunate man, the sheriff 
would certainly have been murdered. 
i Another Norwich writ arrived, odd- 
ly enough, on the day before the old 
sheriff was going out and the new 
one coming into office. The latter 
declared that he, of course, should 
execute it; but the former objected, 
saying that he was in office when the 
writ arrived. 

Neither would give way, so a dead- 
lock ensued, until, a messenger sent 
on horseback to London could bring 
hack the decision of the crown author- 
ities. They decided in favor of the 
new. sheriff; but, in the meantime, the 
election was delayed for four days. 

All election writs must be stamped 
with the Great Seal. In the days of 
Pitt the Great Seal was maliciously 
carried off by some persons who were 
anxious to delay an election, Now, a 


new Great Seal is only made at the | 


beginning of each new reign, the old 
one being then solemnly broken up. 

However, on this occasion it was 
felt that something must be done, so 
a new Great Seal was actually torged, 
and with it the writs were prepared 
and issued. 

In the good old days of pocket 
boroughs a most extraordinary con- 
test occurred at Galton. This con- 
| stituency hed but three voters— 
namely, Sir Mark Wood, his son, and 
his butler. In 1816, Sir Mark Wood, 
resigning, wished his son to fill his 
place. As it happened, the son was 
{away, and Sir Mark had-just fallen 
oat with his butler. 

The latter. whose name was Jen- 
nings, out of revenge, refused to sec- 
ond young Wood’s nomination, and, 
instead, proposed himself as candi- 
date. 

Naturally, the result was an abso- 
lute deadlock. Sir Mark was even- 
tually obliged to come to terms with 
is refractory butler, whose nomina- 
tion he seconded, in order to induce 
him to second his son.

LIEUT.-COL. MASON LEAVES MILI- 
TIA AFTER LONG CAREER. 


Commander of the Fourth Infan- 
try Brigade Has Managed to Be 
Present at All the Active Service 
In Canada In His Time—Was Ir 
Northwest Engagements and Fen- 
ian Raid—Was at Queen's Jubilee. 


The retirement a few days ago of 
Lieut.-Col. James Mason, with the 
title of full colonel, closes the active 
career in the Canadian militia of o 
much-valued and highl)-respected citi- 
zen soldier, a man who, besides being. 
a busy financier, showed courage and 
mettle on more than one field of bat- 
tle. Col. Mason is a native of To- 
ronto, where he was born in 1843, 
and has lived there all his life, After 
winning the place of head boy in the 
Model School he entered ‘the service 
of the ‘toronto Savings Bank, whic 
later merged into the Home Saving+ 
& Loan Co., and of which Col. Maso 
became and remained ior many years 
managing director. Five years ago the 
Home Savings & Loan Co. evolved in- 
to the Home Bank of Canada, vf 
which Col. Mason is general manager 
and a director. ar 

As long ago as the early sixties the 
future colonel took up soluiering by 
serving for three years in the Queen + 
Own Rifles during the Fenian Raid. 
troubles. In 1882 he was gazetted cap- 
tain in the 10th Royal Grenadiers, the 
regiment which enjoyed so many years

the rebels in the coulee, ali previous 
attempts to. carry it having failed, but 
Gen. Middleton refused to allow the 
charge; too much risk, he considerea- 
and too many lives alreauy lost, he 
said. ‘ihe opinion wus expressed by 
the Earl ot Minto, then known as 
Lord Melgund, chief of the General's. 
Staff, who wus present, that had Cuap-' 
tain Mason’s otfer been accepted the 
charge would have proved successfut, 
and as none vf the enemy in the rifie 
pits, including Gabriel Dumont, the 
military leader of the rebellion, could 
in that event have escupeu death or 
capture, Riel would hive made noe 
stund at batoche. Lord Melgund’< 
opinion wus shared in by other mem- 
bers of the General’s Staif present. Aw 
it was, the rebels heid their position 
until night came on and then gor 
away. At Batoche, the seat of the re- 
bellion, Capt. Mason was sevprely 
wounded while auvuncing with his 
couipany on the rifle pits with whies 
that place was so well defended, and 
whose capture virtually ended the re- 
bellion. 

Capt. Mason was promoted until he 
became lieutenant-colonel, and was 
puacea in command of his regiment in 
1898. He wus one of the Canadian 
officers sent to the Queen’s Diamond 
Jubilee in 1897, und wis appointed 
second in command (in uctual coni- 
mand at the important purades)—ox 
the battalion of colonial infantry—- 
600 men of every color from black to 
white, drawn from all parts of the 
Empire, speaking many languages, but 
all trained to act on the é@xecutiv.- 
word of command in English, This 
assemb.uge was the forerunner of that 
athering that wus fighting for the 
Ympire in South Africa two yeare 
later. 

Col. Mason was presented to her 
late Majesty Queen Victoria, and re- 
ceived from her an Setogteph hoto- 
gruvure in the dress worn by her at 
the procession on the 22nd of June, 
the great day of the celebration. H:- 
retired from the command of the 
Grenadiers in 1899, and was early im 
the yeur following appointed to the 
ecmmand of the 4th. Infantry Brigade, 
which he has held ever since, and 
from which he is now retiring witis 
the rank of full colonel He also com- 
munded a composite brigade of in- 
funtry at the Quebee Tercentenary. 

Col, Mason wears the general ser- 
vice medal with clasp and many oth- 
ers. He was one of the founders of 
the Canadian Military Institute, ans 
for two years its president. Apart fron» 
his military and finaneial service, Coi. 
Mason is well known 4s an ardent 
Imperialist, and one of the founders 
of the Empire Club.
